Sl'RINUKlKLD, Aug. 21— ThC COD- 


Tentlon of Democrats here to-day is 
recognized as the largest, and most 
representative con vent lou ever held 
in Ohio. The hotels of Springfield 
are inadequate to furnish accommo- 
dations for the people. The Democ- 
racy of Ohio feel that there is vic- 
tory in the air, and they are enthu- 
siastic. They are here in force to 
put in Lomi nation a ticket around 
which the people can rally in Novem- 
ber. 


The 
different delegations 
held 


their preliminary meetings last night 
and selected members of the various 
committees. The member* of the«e 
committees from the Fourth district 
were as follows : Credentials, John 
Laughlin, Sidney ; Rules. J. J. Kid- 
ney, Celina; State Central Commit- 
tee, A. D. Marsh, Celina; Permanent 
Organization, C. A. Laytun, Wapak- 
oneta: Resolutions, W. L Macken/ie, 
Lima. Geo. W. Moore, of Darke 
county, was chosen vice president 
from the Fourth district. 
The com- 


mittees held meetings immediately 
after their selection to prepare for 
the active work which Wednesday's 
session would bring. 


CALLED TO OHDKR. 


At half past ten o'clock this morn- 


ing Hon. M. A. Smalley, chairman of 
the state central committee, called 
the convention to order. The liou-e 
was crowded from pit to dome when 
the chairman's gavel sounded. Chair- 
man Smalley announced that tba 
committee had selected for the tern* 
porary chairman Ohio's junior sena- 
tor, Hon. Cslvm S. Brice, of Lima. 
The appearance of Senator 
Brice 


upon the stage to assume tbf tempo- 
rary chairmanship was the signal (or 
an outburst of applause, &nd he »a-> 
given a grand ovation when he i» ia 
presented with the gavel. 


CHAIRMAN BRICK'S ADDRESS. 


Senator Brice, after acknowledging 


the honor and responsibility or the 
position, said: 


"I can only succeed with your for- 


bearance and assistance, upon which 
I shall rely, knowing that we have 
all come for the same general pur- 
pose — the success of the Democratic 
party of the State. We may differ 
us to details and as to the instru- 
mentalities by which may be best to 
accomplish our common purpose, but 
this year, if ever, the Ohio Democ- 
racy must fight with unbroken ranks

year's defeat was not local. We suf- 
fered everywhere, and it is idle talk 
of its being the fault of any one man, 
or any single act of the party. 
The 


world wide panic, industrial and 
financial depression, low wages, de- 
spair for farmers and merchants, and 
at the bottom of it all. a false tariff 
system and an unwise and fatally 
weak currency situation had thrown 
over the whole nation resentment 
against the party which happened to 
be in power when the disaster came. 
The Democratic party was declared 
dead. There 
was 
fierce 
clamor 


against the President, the Demo- 
cratic Senate and the Democratic 
House. This feeling lost us both 
branches of Congress. This 
vast 


concourse of Democrats tells that a 
change ha*, come over the public. 
Panic and fear have passed away. 
The party's fortunes are rising, con- 
fidence established and business every- 
where reviving, and it is now only a 
question of time, either in November 
of this year, or of next year, when 
the people will reward the Demo- 
cratic party for its profound service 
to the republic. The three great 
promises made the pcoplo in

have been more nearly fuliilled than 
any three promises ever made by any 
party in any platform. 
They were; 


Home rule, sound money and free 
trade, as nearly as government re- 
quirements permit. The Democratic 
party fufllled the promise* by repeal- 
Ing the force, the Sherman and the 
McKlnlev bills. 
Thoriattcr wan accomplished in the 


face of the fierce opposition and in 
its place was pamed a Democratic 
tariff bill, which will long stand the 
law of the land. 
Many of my Dent' 


oc.ratlc friends were disturbed and In- 
dignant at my course In the framing 
of that bill. We did not propose to 
return to you with tho McKmlcy law 
unrepealed, If It lay within our pow- 
er, aod we did not. Thl« we c.iuirl 
not do if w« •bollHhed all ta«e« and 
Urge appropriation reuniting In the 
bankruptcy of tho finlted State* 
treasury and conwqucnt uncerlairi|,y 
and ruin of all your huulnciw, rinaii- 
'ciai and iiMiiiAtriiM mauinnery. We 


could not consent to the passage of 
the bill that did not provide *urtlcleut 
revenue 
It N UDW clear that, with 


restored trade, the bill will pro\ide 
sufficient revenue to pay all goxeru- 
tueot outgo for the fiscal year. Our 
judgment IE meeting the approbation 
of evetv ward and township in the 
State of Ohio. There i» no danger 
of the revival of the tariff question, 
except by extreme 
protectionist*, 


but, 
gentlemen, there is another 


question about which there is great 
difference of opinion. It will, per- 
haps, not be regarded as out of place 
or improper for me as an individual 
Democrat somewhat familiar with 
the discu*j»loa and coalitions to make 
some >uggestions in this convention 
which may be taken for what the) 
are worth. 1 have a deep interest in 
the fortune* of the Democratic party 
in this State and In this country. 1 
attended my tin>t State convention in 
1>63, in the heat of the war, when 
we nominated Clement L. Vallandig- 
bam and George £. Pugh. I partici- 
pated in the discussions from istw to 
ivri; on aaother branch of this money 
question, 
constantly 
endeavoring 


through all these years to have my 
fellow Democrats come where we all 
finally did come, to a sound money 
platform under the wi-e and able 
leadership of Samuel J. Tilden in 
1ST*;, and when I see to-day efforts 
being made to divide the great Dem- 
ocratic party, just on the eve of its 
revival and resumption of power, on 
a theoretical and academical ques- 
tion in which uu practical result is 
possible, I come to this convention 
to ask 
full 
consideration before 


taking passionate action. 
I come to 


urge the party in Ohio to stand on 
the platform of 1892 on the money 
question, to let the currency remain 
as it is now and not to change our 
ground without full deliberation at a 
national convention and a deliver- 
ance from that body. I come to 
urge that declaration for free coinage 
would be foolish, because it would be 
an impotent and idle declaration; it 
would separate us from the national 
Democracy; it would drne from our 
support thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of 
men who otherwise 


would act with us. A declaration in 
favor of free and unlimited coinage 
of silver—1«> to i—made by this con- 
vention would have no 
practical 


effect, and it would mean an aban- 
donment and disclaimer of the splen 
did result of your Democratic ad- 
ministration. You and 1 have possi- 
bly differed from Mr. Cleveland at 
sctue time and in something, which 
is our right, our privilege, our duty 
to do if we are conscientious in do 
ing so 
But taking him by and large 


he is the greatest statesman and par- 
ty leader of bis time 
Ris Democra- 


cy, his honesty, his integrity, and his 
continued attention to the bus-loess 
which constitutes genius, have never 
been excelled; and, in my opinion. 
Democratic success Jn JS92 was large- 
ly due, a-. Democratic success »n ^9f> 
will also be largely due. to the char- 
aci*i of our Democratic pre'ldent 
and to the uigij plane upon which he 
has sought to place his party and his 
administration. Do not understand 
nje as suggesting the candidac\ of

You have heard the uecunlican war 
cry.
